Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
indicated that the prior art rejections fall in view of the amendment to independent claims 4 and 5. Applicant gave 
approval to cancel withdrawn claims 1, 13-33, 35, 37-40 and 44. Method claims 12, 34, 36 and 43 have been rejoined 
with the allowed product claims as per rejoinder practice. Claim 36 has been amended to make claim language 
consistent, per Applicants' approval. Claims 4, 5, 8-12, 34, 36, 42, 43, 45 and 46 have been deemed in condition for 
allowance and have been renumbered 1-13 respectively.
